HE Rear-Guard of the Enemy’s Army 

being beaten the 23d of laft Month near 

Gemund, continued their March towards 

Elwang, where they arriv’d the 24th. 

They halted there the 25th becaufe 
their Troops were extremely fatigu’d. They held 
a Council of War there, in which having confider’d 
that their Army was not in a Condition to make 
Head againft the King’s, and that they wanted Ma- 
gazines, they refolv’d to feturn with all poffible Ex- 
pedition to Hailbron, where they might receive Pro- 
vifions and Reinforcements of Troops by the Ne- 
char and by the Rhine. Accordingly they march’d 
the 26th, and encamp’d at Kreilfheim on the Jagft. 
The 27th they eucamp’d near Hall in Swabia, and 
the 28th at Oeringen. The 29th they continued 
their March by Bitzfeld, and pafs’d the Neckar ar 
Hailbron. In the mean Time the Marfhal ce Villars 
was inform’d the 27th, that the Enemy were turn- 
ing towards the Neckar. He refoiv'd to follow 
them, and endeavour to overtake and engage them. 
Tothat End he quitted the Road he had taken, 
and the 29th encamp’d at Winada within 6 Leagues 
of Hailbron, having before fenr the Count de Brog-- 
lio with a Body of Horfe and Dragoons, to get In- 
telligence of the Enemy’s March, and poffefs him- 
felf of Lauffen, a {mall Town on the Neckar 2 Lea- 
gues above Hailbron. The Count de Broglio found 
fome of the Enemy’s Troops near Lauffen, and de- 
tach’d againft them a Captain of the Regiment of 
Bellifle with 150 Dragoons, who charg’d them with 
fo great Vigour, that a Lieutenant Collonel who 


_ commanded them being kili’d, with feveral others, 


the reft betook themfelves to Flight, and the Count 
de Broglio poffefs'd himfelf of Lauffen. The Ene- 
my who then had pafs’d the Neckar, having Intelli- 
gence of this Action, believ'd the Marfhal de Villars 
was not far off ; which oblig’d them to hold a Coun- 
cilcf War, wherein it was refolv’d to continue their 
March towards Philipsbourg, tho’ their Troops were 
fatigu’d to the laft Degree, with a hafty March of 
4 Days. So they march’d the 30th: The tft In- 
ftant they arriv’d at Langenbrik, and the 2d in the 
Morning at Oberhauten near Philipsbourg ; their 
Troops being almoft intirely ruin’d by a tirefome 
March of 50 Leagues withouc any Refpite. The 
Marfhal de Villars being inform'’d how forward the 
Enemy were advanc’d, detach’d the Count du Bourg 
with 24 Squadrons, to joyn the Marquis de Vivans, 
who commanded a Body of 6000 Men abour Lut- 
terbourg and Fort-Louis. Then he continued his 
March with the Army, which arriv’d Yefterday in 
4 good Condition in this Camp near Dourlach. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated July 19. 
_ Hailbron, July 9. The French have left Garrifons 
in Schorndorf, Canftat, and other Places on the 
eckar; bur “tis beliew’d they will foon, withdraw 
thofe Garrifons to reinforce their Army on the 
ine. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated July 19. 
Heidelberg, July 12. Yefterday Morning between 
2 and 3 a Clock the French rook Poffeffion of our 
ftle with 600 Foor, and of our City with 1200 


Horfe and 500 Hufiars: They tell us they expe 
8coo Mcn morc here io Morrow, and that they ase 
to continue in our Neighbourhood , till Mentz, 
Darmftad, Frankfort, and the whole Bergftraat, have 
agreed to the Enem,’s Demands of Contributions, 
which are large. The main Army of the French 
lies between this Cicy and Eppingen ; the Masfhal 
de Villars caufes bis froops io obferve pretty good 
Order, and has put Gainfons imo the deferfible 
Places of the Beigttraat, as far as Heppenheim and 


Weinheim, the fi tt of which Places bas been plun- 


der'd. The Enemy feem to defgn to fend Forces 
up the Main as high as Miltenberg, to put that Part 
of the Country under Contribution. The City of 
Hailbron have ,accepied Sauvegardes, but being 
backward to treat of Contributions, they are afraid 
of being attack’d. The Army of the Empire is 
now encamp'd between Reinhaufen, Oberhaufen, 
and Philipsbourg, waiting for Reinforcements. 
Nuremberg, July 12. Tis reported, that a Difco- 
very has been made from intercepted Letiers, that 
fome Inhabitants of Bavaria held a Corrcfpondence 
with the Marfhal de Villars ; and promis’d him that 
the Troops he fhould pleafe to fend into their Coun- 


try, fhould be joyn’d by a good Number of Men 


well-affected to the King of France and his Allies. 
And ‘tis certain feveral Hundred loofe Fellows are 
actually got together in Arms near Ried on the 
Frontier of Sal:zburg ; and that Collonel Wend is 
order'd with 200 Horfe to fall upon them; but ’tis 
believ’d they will noc wait his coming, bur difperfe 
of themfelves. 

From the Upper-Rhine, July 12. The States of 
Swabia are affembled at Lindau ; thofe of them thar 
are Roman Catholicks appear inclin’d to accept the 
Neutrality offer'd by the Enemy, but the Proteftants 
are determin’d to perfift in the grand Alliance, till 
the End propos’d by the War be attain’d. 

Francfort, July 13. The Marthal de Villars, who 
*rwas thought defign'd to pafs the Rhine, is march'd 
to Heidelberg and thence over the Neckar ; and has 
fent 8 or 10000 Men into the Bergftraar ; which our 
Army lying encamp’d between Sintzheim and Phi- 
lipsbourg could nor hinder. Moft of the Inbabi- 
tants of the Bergftraac revire hither for Refuge ; 
and ar 8a Clock laft Night a Meffenger came 
hither from the Marfhal de Villars to our Magi- 
ftrates, wih a Summons for this City to pay a 
Million of Livres in 2 Days. A like Sum is de- 
manded of the City of Mentz. Our Magiftrates 
have refolv’d to return no Aniwer to this Summons, 
but to ftand upon their Defence ; for which Cannon 
are drawn out on our Walls, and a Number of 
Men are pofted in Boats along the Main: To Day 
a Chain will be hung crofs that River. The Inha- 
birants of Darmftad are under great Apprebenfion, 
and laft Night that Landgrave with his whole Court 
and the moft valuable Furniture of his Palace, &c, 
came hither. General Wackerbaert who commands 
the 4540 Saxons that are taken into the Service of 
Great-Britain and Holland, is expected bere to mor- 
row, and thofe Troops in a Day or 2; and they 
will be mufter'd by M. Spina Refident here of. the 
States General. ‘Tis pop’d the Reinforcements of 
Pruffians and Hannoverians will baften their march 
up to the Army of the Empire likewife. The Duke 
of Wircemberg, and Count Gronsfeld one of the

From the eid. Gaz. and Amft. Cour. dared fuly 15. 
Cologne, July 15. Brigadier la Groix, the famous 
Party-Leader, having within a few Days fent feveral 
Parties into our Neighbourhood, to alarm this Cicy, 
intimidate our Burghers, and oblige them to pay 
Contributions ; came himfelf the ac Nigh, 
with a Detachment of 15 or 1600 Men, Foot and 
Horfe, which ‘he had drawn toge:her out of Luxem- 
bourg and other Garrifons, having with him 5 Can- 
non, 2 Falconets, and 4 cover'd Waggors, with 
feveral others loaded with-Pafcines ; and potted 
himfelf within a League of this Place. Thercupon 
our Magiftrates affembled, and refolv'd to fend Ex- 
preffes to Duffeldorp, Cleves, Munfter, and to the
